W HEREAS a Provisional Order made by the Minister of 

Transport under the General Pier and Harbour Act 1861 24 25 Viet, 
is not of any validity or force whatever until the confirmation 
thereof by Act of Parliament: 

5 And whereas it is expedient that the several Provisional 
Orders made by the Minister of Transport under the said Act 
and set out in the schedule to this Act be confirmed by Act 
of Parliament: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Bung’s most Excellent Majesty 
10 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows: — 

1. The several Orders as set out in the schedule to this Volition

have full validity and force.

WHEREAS by the Bangor Harbour Orders 1863 and 1891 Robert 
Edward Ward and his successors owners of the port and harbour of 
Bangor in the county of Down were authorised to repair and widen 
and extend an existing pier and to construct a new pier and to 
exercise authority within the harbour limits defined by the Bangor 15 
Harbour Order 1891 and to levy the tolls rates duties and charges 
specified in the schedule to that Order: 

And whereas by the Bangor Harbour Order 1894 an extension of 
time was granted for the completion of the works authorised by the 
Bangor Harbour Order 1891 : 20 

And whereas the works authorised by the Bangor Harbour 
Orders 1863 and 1891 have been constructed and are now used for 
the accommodation of vessels and for the landing and shipping of 
passengers and goods at Bangor : 

And whereas the said Robert Edward Ward borrowed from the 26 
Public Works Loan Commissioners under the Bangor Harbour 
Order 1863 the sum of four thousand pounds and under the Bangor 
Harbour Order 1891 the sum of fifteen thousand pounds and there is 
now outstanding in respect of the said loans a balance of seven 
thousand eight hundred and sixty pounds : 30 

And whereas on the third day of April one thousand eight • 
hundred and ninety-four the said Robert Edward Ward granted to 
James Neill a lease for a period of sixty years from the first day of 
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[10 & 11 Geo. 5.] Pier and Harbour Provisional 
Orders {No. 4). 

November one thousand eight hundred and ninety-three of the site of A.D. 1920. 
the landward end of Neill’s Pier being a portion of the undertaking Bangor 
comprised in the harbour and works authorised by the Bangor (Co. Down).

10 under the said leases have constructed the works known as Neill’s 
Pier and use the same for the landing and shipping of coal and 
merchandise : 

And whereas the town of Bangor has become increasingly 
popular as a place of residence and as a resort for visitors in summer 
15 and the piers are used as landing places for passenger vessels 
engaged in excursion traffic from and to Belfast and for berthing 
launches and other small craft plying for hire by pleasure parties : 

And whereas additional accommodation and protection from the 
weather is required for fishing vessels using the harbour as an 
20 anchorage and for landing catches of fish : 

And whereas the ownership of the harbour and works and the 
rights and powers of the Undertakers under the Bangor Harbour 
Orders 1863 to 1894 are now vested in the trustees of a deed of 
settlement dated the twenty-eighth day of October one thousand eight 
25 hundred and ninety-nine and made by the said Robert Edward Ward 
and the tenant for life under such settlement is his daughter Matilda 
Catherine Baroness Olanmorris the widow of the fifth Baron Olanmorris 
and the said trustees and tenant for life are hereinafter referred to 
as “ the owners of the harbour and works ” : 

30 • And whereas the owners of the harbour and works have agreed 
with the urban district council of Bangor for the sale to the Council 
of all their rights and interests as Undertakers under the Bangor 
Harbour Orders 1863 to 1894 or otherwise as owners of the harbour 
and works and it is expedient that the said rights and interests and 
35 the obligation and duty to maintain the harbour and works should 
be transferred to the said Council subject to the rights of the lessee 
of Neill’s Pier under the leases hereinbefore mentioned : 

And whereas in order to maintain the harbour and works for 
the purposes aforesaid a further expenditure of money on renewals 
40 and improvements is now necessary and it is expedient that the 
said Council on the acquisition of the harbour and works should be 
authorised to borrow further moneys for those purposes :

(7) The transfer of the harbour and works to the Council shall 20 
not diminish or interfere with the rights of the lessee under the said 
lease dated the third day of April one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-four of land situate on the west side of Quay Street Bangor 
being the site of a portion of Neill’s Pier but from and after the 
date of transfer the Council shall be deemed to be the lessor under 25 
the .said loan. 

( 8 ) For the purpose of completing the title of the Council to the 
harbour and works hereby transferred to them this Order shall be 
deemed to be a conveyance by the trustees to the Council. 

(9) As from the commencement of this Order all estates and 30 

interests rights powers privileges and authorities of the trustees in 
over and in respect of or connected with the harbour and works 
shall cease and determine and the trustees shall be thenceforth freed 
and discharged from all obligations and liabilities in respect thereof 
arising after the date of transfer. 35

purposes any sums not exceeding the following sums (that is

19. The Council shall pay off all moneys borrowed by them under 
this Order within the respective periods (each of which is in this 10

As to moneys borrowed for the purpose (a) mentioned in the 
section of this Order the marginal note of which is “ Power to 
borrow” within five years from the commencement of this 15

The sections of the Bangor (County Down) Water and Improve- 
ment Act 1905 referred to in the Second Schedule to this Order are 25 
incorporated with and shall apply to the borrowing application and 
repayment of money by the Council for the purposes of this Order as 
if such sections had been specifically included with all necessary 
modifications in this Order. 

21. The Council may if they think fit for the purpose of forming 30 
and maintaining a contingency fund not exceeding at any time the 
sum of five thousand pounds to meet any extraordinary claim or 
demand or any unforeseen accident or extraordinary damage which 
may happen or be caused to the harbour and works appropriate and 
set apart subject to the provisions of this Order as to application of 85 
revenue any amount which they think fit in any year out of the 
revenne received under this Order and shall deposit any such amount 
in some joint stock bank to be increased by accumulation in the way 
of compound interest or otherwise or shall invest the same in securities 
upon which trust moneys may be invested (other than securities of 40 
the Council) until required for any of the aforesaid purposes.

(4) In making such payments (if any) as the Council think fit 

15 . into a contingency fund established under the provisions of 

this Order : 

(5) In repaying to the district fund all moneys and interest paid 

thereout for the purposes of the harbour and works whether 
in respect of money borrowed or otherwise : 

20 (0) The surplus (if any) affer providing for the purposes afore- 

said shall be applied by the Council in the general improve- 
ment of the harbour and works. 

23. In case the harbour revenue shall in any year be insufficient 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses of the Council with respect 

25 to the harbour and works the Council shall include the amount of 
such insufficiency in their estimate for that or the following year and 
defray the same out of the district rate notwithstanding any restrictions 
placed by any Act upon the amount of the district rate which 
restrictions are hereby for the purpose of this section removed but 
30 in such a manner and so that the district rate .shall not be liable in 
any year to contribute for the purposes of the harbour and works 
including the repayments of moneys borrowed on the security of the 
harbour and works or any interest thereon a sum greater than the 
amount produced by a district rate of sixpence in the pound. 

35 24. The Council shall keep a separate account to be called “the 

harbour account” of all the receipts payments credits and liabilities 
on capital and • revenue accounts respectively in respect of the 
execution by them of this Order and such account shall be subject to 
the same provisions as to audit and otherwise as other accounts of the 
40 Council. 

25. — (1) The Council shall in every year cause an account to be 
prepared in abstract showing their total receipts and expenditure in 
connexion with the harbour and works under the Order of 1863 the 
Order of 1801 and this Order for the year ending on the previous 
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thirty-first day of December or on. some other convenient day under 
the several distinct heads of receipt and expenditure with a statement 
of the balance of such account duly audited and certified by the clerk 
of the Council and shall send a copy of the said account free • of 
charge to the clerk of the peace for the county of Down on or before 5 
the expiration of one month front the day on which such account 
shall end which account shall be open to the inspection of the public 
at all reasonable hours on payment of the sum of one shilling for 
every such inspection.

26. Officers of the Board of Trade and Ministry of Transport and 
police officers acting in the execution of their duty shall at all times 
have free ingress passage ai*d egress to along and from the harbour 16 
and works without payment. 

27. The harbour and works shall be deemed to be for all pur- 
poses within the district and the county of Down. 

28. Nothing in this Order affects prejudicially any estate right 
power privilege or exemption of the Crown and in particular nothing 20 
herein contained authorises the Council to take use or in any manner 
interfere with any portion of the shore or bed of the sea or of any 
river channel creek bay or estuary or any lands hereditaments subjects 

or rights of whatsoever description belonging to His Majesty in right 
of His Crown and under the management of the Commissioners of 25 
Woods or of the Board of Trade respectively without the consent 
in writing of the Commissioners of Woods or the Board of Trade as 
the case may be on behalf of His Majesty first had and obtained for 
that purpose (which consent the said Commissioners and Board are 
hereby respectively authorised to give). 30 

29. All costs charges and expenses of and incident to the pre- -
